REMARKS 

Prior to this paper, claims 1-49 and 101-133 were pending. By this paper, Applicants 
do not cancel any claims and add claims 134-187. Therefore, claims 1-49 and 101-187 are 
now pending. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the present application is in condition for 
allowance for the reasons that follow.

Examiner Eldred is thanked for extending the courtesy of a series of telephone 
interviews to Applicants' representative in April and May, 2005, in which the above claim 
amendments were discussed and agreed upon, in which the U.K. search report (attached to the 
IDS submitted with this paper) was discussed, and in which previously non-initialed forms 
PTO/SB/08's were discussed. 

In view of the above telephone interviews, Applicants submit that the above 
statements and amendments provide a complete and proper recordation of the substance of 
the interviews, per MPEP §713.04. 

Applicants again sincerely thank Examiner Eldred for extending the courtesy of the 
telephone interviews.

Claim Amendments 

As seen above, claims 1, 25, 101 and 108 are amended by this paper. These 
amendments are the same as those discussed during the interviews of April and May, 2005, 
and thus are allowable for the same reasons previously agreed upon. Entry and allowance is 
respectfully requested. 

New Claims 

As discussed in the interviews, Applicants hereby add new claims. 

New claims 134-183 are respectively duplicative of previously withdrawn and 
cancelled claims 50 - 61 and 63-100 with the exception that claim 134 (corresponding to 
cancelled claim 50) now contains all the recitations of amended claim 1 . (Cancelled claim 62 
recited "rotatable mass" recitations, and thus there is no corresponding dependent claim in the 
present claim set, since independent claim 134 also recites a "rotatable mass.") 

Claims 184- 187 are new, and further define the invention of claim 1. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the new claims should be entered and allowed for 
at least the reason that they either depend from or contain all the recitations of claim 1, a 
claim that is allowable, as agreed during the interviews of April and May, 2005. Therefore, 
no significant burden in examining these claims exists from a prior-art standpoint.
